(From Gladys Brown Edwards, 
Glendora, Calif.) 


For vears L have been somewhat. irri- 
tated at the Jockey Club for including roan 
and dun in its list of colors. since these 
are colors characteristic of common-bred 
horses rather than the Thoroughbred. 
However [have “brindle” (it 
wasnt a real roan, nor a grey. but as near 
brindle as a horse ean get) Arab. and if 
that can happen to an Arab. a breed as 
noted as the Thoroughbred for having only 
the ordinary colors of bay. brown, chest- 
nut. gray, and (rarely) black. my confi- 
dence. or at least my dogmatic attitude. is 
somewhat shaken. 


seen oda 


Since [ believe you have seen about as 
many Thoroughbreds as anyone. | would 
like to know therefore, if you have ever 
seen a roan or dun Thoroughbred. And 
by “roan” I do not mean a young gray 
of a rusty shade. Roan is as separate a 
color as bay or any other and should not 
be confused with gray. and it seems to 
me that The Jockey Club’s incomplete and 
confusing description only helps the ama- 
teur horse breeder make mistakes in prop- 
erly describing the color of a foal. 

As you know. roan does not change 
color with age, while grey does, and it 
would not have taken much more ink for 
The Jockey Club to have so stated. In fact, 
until you tell me otherwise. 1 think they 
could have saved a lot of space by leaving 
out roan as a color for Thoroughbreds. 
Ditto dun. 


IT have been associated with Arabian 
horses for nearly twenty years. and you 
may have an inkling of how hard it is to 
get Arab owners to use the correct termin- 
ology for horses. Most of them purchased 
Arabs without knowing anything about 
horses. and then learned later—those that 
were inclined to learn. It has taken years 
to get them to stop using such terms as 
“filly colts’; “stud colts” (this they. still 
use); “half-brothers.”. when they mean 
“by the same sire,” ete.. and these errors 
even appear in the breed magazine. which 
you would think an editor would correct. 
I “cut my teeth” on THe Broop-Horse 
and also on horse show magazines. and I 
do like to know that when I see an animal 
mentioned as a “colt” that that is what he 
is, and certainly Thoroughbred magazines 
never make the boners of Arab and Quar- 
ter Horse papers, In one of the latter I 
saw a picture of a filly. with the mention 
that the shot was taken of her “as a colt.” 


Since I have. because of these things. 
become somewhat a stickler for correct 
terminology. IT was a little astounded. to 
say the least. to have a registration cer- 


tificate come back several years ago from 
The Jockey Club, with the “fetlock joint” 
that | had used. changed to “ankle.” This 
was to do with a marking. of course, but 
since the ankle is more often seen in a 
bathing beauty parade than on a horse, 
I was surprised to see as staid and strait- 
laced an outfit as the JC use the term—- 
even though [ do know all the oldtime 
race men use it, Now, to cap the climax. 
The Jockey Club has come out with a 
childishly drawn chart. on which they have 
tacked their appellation of “ankle” on the 
fetlock joint. This does not conform with 
the system of identification of horses adopt- 
ed by the Royal College of Veterinary 
Surgeons. to which in most other respects. 
as to names of parts of the horse, it does 
conform. Since this is the international 
terminology. you would think that the 
United States would not be too backwoodsy 
or farmerish ind at least know the points 
of the horse —but things do change. Trying 
to find some reason for this, the only thing 
I can think of is that “ankle” takes up less 
space than the cumbersome “fetlock joint.” 
itself a misnomer in a way. 


As to colors. [ suppose anything can 
happen. although anyone will have a hard 
time convincing me of such a thing as an 
albino. palomine. or Appaloosa Thorough- 
bred. [ do remember however seeing a 
picture of a chestnut son of Pennant in 
your magazine about 30 years ago, that 
had quite a bit of white on him, enough to 
make him almost a pinto, [ wonder why 
the JC doesn’t have a classification for 
such? 


Disregarding my ranting about “ankles.” 
I would, however. very much appreciate 
knowing if you have ever seen a true roan 
TB. and if so whether a strawberry, red. or 
blue roan, and what was its breeding as 
to color, Also the same about any duns. 
and | don’t mean sunburned chestnuts. If 
you have seen more than one of any of 
these colors [ would like to know about 
how many—just to prove how far wrong 
[ can be in my dogmatic stand. 


He never have seen a dun Thorough- 
bred, or a roan Thoroughbred which kept 
the roan color through maturity.—Ed.

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Max Hirsch’s Bold Attempt 
Was Good Until the Stretch

New YorK 

Without peeping at past performances 
you probably couldn’t have told which one 
of the 9 horses out for the Brooklyn Handi- 
cap hadn't raced for 8 months. Neverthe- 
less. there was a colt in this 144-mile 
handicap, which drew the best race-hard- 
ened competition available. with nothing 
but training moves since October. And. to 
many a practiced eye, he looked the most 
fit of the field. 

Max Hirsch had tried a seemingly im- 
possible bit of training wizardry, and at 
the head of Aqueduct’s long stretch Level 
Lea was only 25 feet from the lead. Then 
whatever it was that Level Lea had missed 
in morning practice sessions, that intan- 
gible benefit that only a race can provide, 
caught up with him, and 5 horses passed 
under the finish wire before he did. 

Nothing is meant to be taken away from 
Invigorator’s excellent win in the Brook- 
lyn. It was a powerful exhibition by the 
Saxon Stable colt. which carried 114 
pounds over the 10 furlongs in 2:03, and 
Eddie Neloy deserves credit for bringing 
the 4-year-old to peak form after 2 dis- 
appointing sprints at the start of the sea- 
son. The element of intrigue. however. is 
on the side of Level Lea and Hirsch, 

At this time last year Level Lea was 
training for a string of 6 races in which 
he lost only once, to Platan in the Law- 
rence Realization. Starting at Saratoga. 
Level Lea overpowered two sets of allow- 
ance horses, then won the Discovery 
Handicap against his own age and the 
Edgemere Handicap against older horses. 
A2-length defeat in the 15¢-mile Lawrence 
Realization preceded an impressive 6- 
length win in the 2-mile Jockey Club Gold 
Cup. with Platan among the beaten. Native 
Dancer was the only better 3-year-old at 
the races last year. At year’s end. Frank 
E. Kilroe assigned Level Lea 125 pounds— 
second to the Dancer—in Tue Broop- 
Horse Handicaps. 

The beautifully bred son of Buil Lea 
and Level Best came along slowly. this

season. Minor ailments obstructed serious 
training until the Belmont Park meeting 
had started. While Hirsch was waving his 
wand over High Gun and the other King 
Ranch Thoroughbreds at Belmont. he also 
was devoting no little effort to the hand- 
some bay charge of John S, Phipps. While 
the other top-drawer performers were run- 
ning in the Metropolitan and Suburban 
Handicaps, Level Lea was in the midst of 
a training schedule that reached its peak 
the week before the Brooklyn was run. 
Ten days before the Brooklyn Level Lea 


was vanned to Aqueduct for a smart mile 
in 1:40. Three days later, on Sunday, 
July 4, the colt went three-eighths in :351% 
at Belmont. and the next day, after weights 
were announced, he reappeared to go a 
mile in 1:4125. His assignment of 120 
pounds. third to *Royal Vale’s 126 and 
Find’s 122, showed the respect the late 
John B. Campbell held for the colt and 
his trainer.

Two 2-Year-Olds to Watch; 
Yearlings Bought with Carrots 


Los ANGELES 

The good 2-year-olds usually begin to 
put in an appearance at Hollywood Park. 
and this season has been no exception. 
Two of the very best we have seen so far 
this summer are Colonel Mack. by *Prince- 
quillo. and Hillary. an eye-filling colt by 
*Khaled. 

Bred by Mr. and Mrs. John de Blois 
Wack and sold last winter at Pomona for 
$6.200 to Maj. Austin C. Taylors A. C. 
T. Stock Farm, Colonel Mack already ha- 
crowded a career into a few short weeks. 

He came out in midseason and finished 
fifth in the first start of his career. trailing 
some fast and well seasoned maidens to 
the wire by 10 lengths, Colonel Mack 
learned his lessons well and. in his next 
appearance. graduated with a handsome 
75735 performance. fastest 5 furlongs of 
the meeting. In his third start. he lowered 
the 5'5-furlong track record to 1:03°5. By 
this time. Colonel Mack's pattern of run- 
ning seemed pretty well defined: he liked 
a little time to settle comfortably into 
stride. then just seemed to take off. In 
some of his races. he made his rivals look 
as though they suddenly had dropped an- 
chor around the turn. 

After his track-record-breaking race. 
Colonel Mack was made a 1-2 favorite for 
the Charles S. Howard Stakes. and he did 
not disappoint his fans, He won by °4- 
length from Mr. Sullivan. and while the 
margin was fairly close. Colonel Mack ap- 
peared to have a great deal left at the 
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wire. In the Howard. jockey Johnny Long- 
den rushed him in the early running. and 
came around the turn on the outside of a 
3-horse spread. After getting the lead. 
Colonel Mack appeared to loaf. but when 
Mr. Sullivan drew close enough to threaten 
in the closing strides. Longden tapped 
Colonel Mack with the whip and he was 
drawing away again at the wire. 

It is a mere formality now that the 
stable will pay the $2.500 supplementary 
fee to make him eligible for the $50.000- 
added Starlet Stakes. richest 2-vear-old 
race of the season. on July 22. 

Colonel Mack is a medium-sized chestnut 
out of the *Mahmoud mare Frangipani. 
which. freely translated from the Hindus- 
tani. means “water on the brain.” Amer- 
icans have their own for it——*screwball.” 
Anyway. Frangipani is out of the Pennant 
mare Rattlebrain. which was purchased as 
a vearling by Mr, and Mrs, Wack from 
C. V. Whitney. She did all of her racing 
in California under trainer Freddy Hough- 
ton. and [ believe she scored her maiden 
victory at Del Mar at the expense of Just- 
A-Minute. dam of Pateh. Stitch. Three- 
some. and On The Move. So. although 


Colonel Mack is a Kentucky-bred. he tins 
a definite California background. 

Frangipani is now owned by Mrs. Dor- 
othy P. Barrett. of San Mateo. It seems 
that several years ago. Mr, and Mrs. Wack 
sold) Mrs. Barrett the *Mahmoud mare 
Nightdress. Mrs. Barrett. for one reason 
or another. became discouraged with 
Nightdress. so the Wacks obligingly agreed 
to swap Frangipani for her. Frangipani 
has a *Beau Gem yearling filly. which 
Mrs. Barrett has entered in the California 
Breeders Association’s yearling sales at 
Del Mar on August 23, 


BIG AND RUNNY. Hillary has made 
only one start. but it was a performance 
that made the son of *Khaled—Snow 
Bunny. by *Boswell. look like a splendid 
prospect for next year’s 3-year-old stakes. 
He is such a big colt. trainer Bill Finne- 
gan had not intended to run him until 
much later in the year and. consequently, 
had not nominated him for any of the 


stakes at Hollywood Park or Del Mar, 


But Hillary's works were so good Finne- 
gan relented and put him in a race. “He 
was begging to run.” Finnegan explained, 


Hillary drew the rail and. slow to settle 
into stride. managed to get shut off very 
effectively. He was moving up on the turn, 
where he was blocked again and had to 
take up. It seemed then that the race was 
over for Hillary. but Willie Shoemaker 
steered him to the outside. found some 
running room, and the big colt was up to 
win in the last stride or 2. He is a big.

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brown fellow. wonderfully made all over.

Hillary is owned by George Pope Jr.. 
and was foaled and raised at Pope's El 
Peco Ranch. While Pope was searching for 
a name for the colt. Sir Edmund Hillary 
became the first man to climb to the top 
of \it. Everest. 

Sir Edmund. by the way. once visited the 
press box high on the roof at Santa Anita. 
One of the writers. unaware at the time of 
his identity. instructed Sir Hillary not to 
look over the side. “It’s a long way down.” 
he warned. “and you might get dizzy and 
fall.” 

Until Hillary. the colt. came along. Snow 
Bunnys breeding record was unimpressive. 
However. Snow Bunny's dam. La Rose. 
produced 5 good winners. and her second 
dam. La Rambla. foaled 2 stakes winners. 
Hillary's career) promises to be worth 
watching, 


NEWCOMER. One of tie interesting 
newcomers to racing is Joe Maggio. who 
at the moment is probably better known 
to housewives all over the country than he 
s to Turf fans. Maggio is the “Carrot 
King.” and you would have a hard time 
buying a carrot at any market this 
country or in Canada that was not grown 
on his 4.000-acre ranch in Imperial Valley. 

Maggio ships 15 carloads of carrots 
every day to cities all over the United 
States. and in addition he grows lettuce. 
cantaloupe. barley. and alfalfa. But car- 
rots built the Maggio fortune. and you 
will find a bunch of carrots adorning his 
racing silks. front and back, 

The amazing thing about Maggio. who is 
only 48. is that his empire has been built 
since 1946. when he returned to civilian 
life after serving with the infantry in the 
Pacific in World War IL. Having worked 
hard the last 8 years. Mr. Maggio is plan-

High Praise for Sickle’s Image; 
An Oil Man’s 2-Year-Olds 


CHICAGO 
Sickle’s Image continues to amaze the 
wise men of the Turf while furnishing new 
thrills for her doting. but sometimes 
fickle. public. The fickle ones suffered 
one of their infrequent lapses of confidence 
Clarence Hartwick’s brown little 
year-old mare when she came out for the 
6-furlong Modesty Handicap at Arlington 
Park on July 10. They let her go off at 
more than 8 to 1 in the mutuels, She won 
as if 1] to 5 would have been a good price. 
This 2'5-length vietory was the second 
for Sickle’s Image in the Modesty Handi- 
cap. She won the same event as a 3-year- 
old in 1951. was second to Real Delight 
in 1952. This was the 27th win in 69 
starts for Sickle’s Image. her 11th stakes. 
She also has placed 28 times. 15 in stakes. 
The $13.950 she took down for winning 
the Modesty hoosted her lifetime earnings 
to $409.275. She now is 21st on the list 
of all-time money-winners. Only two mares. 
Bewiteh ($462.605) and Gallorette ($445.- 
535). appear above her. It is not at all 
brash to predict she will pass them before 
the current) season is much farther ad- 
vanced, 


The daughter of Sickletoy—Ariel Image. 
by Ariel now a stakes winner in each of 
her first 5 seasons of racing. appeared as 
plump as a young robin when she was 
brought to the paddock to be saddled. Per- 
haps it was an opinion she was too “high” 
which deterred some of the horsemen 
from backing her with more confidence in 
the mutuels. No attempt will be made here 
to explain why the public refrained from 
doing so, 

It has taken a long time. but most of the 
critics of Clarence Hartwick at last seem 
to have been driven into a hole. finally 
convinced that he not only knows his mare 
better than anyone else. but also is a 
smart trainer. Good luck alone couldn't 
accomplish the same results. Of course, 
any man would have to be lucky te own 
such a mare. 

The most striking result of the Modesty 
Handicap was the expressed conviction of 
quite a number of horsemen. including 
some veterans of 25 to 50 years’ experience. 
that Sickle’s Image is the best mare they 
ever saw. “all things considered.” The first 
man heard to make that remark

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trained one of the most famous horses the 
American Turf has known, and the man 
he said it to. a veteran of more than 50 
years. replied: “I am not at all inclined 
to disagree with you.” 


Among the considerations were the 
many travels of Sickle’s Image and her 
apparent contempt for many of the vicis- 
situdes which a race horse encounters in a 
career extending over 5 seasons, Also con- 
sidered was the trend towards more sprint- 
ing. which is the mare’s forte. although 
she has proved her versatility in the Ar- 
lington Matron and Washington Park 
Handicaps at one mile and the Vineland 
Handicap at 1,'; miles. It would be hard 
to convince her admirers that she couldn’t 
be equally as brilliant at longer distances. 


By way of emphasis. and as a measure 
of comparison, it might be pointed out 
that her admirers. who number her among 
the best mares of the century. are men

who remember such mares as Artful, 
Bateau. Black Maria. Black Helen, Bel- 
dame. Barn Swallow. Bewitch. Busher, 
Bazaar. *Chacolet, Cleopatra, Esposa, 
Edith Cavell. Gallorette, Hamburg Belle, 
Helen's Babe. Jacola. Myrtlewood, Mata 
Hari. Nimba. Nellie Flag. Nellie Morse. 
Princess Doreen. Prudery, Regret, Rose of 
Sharon. Tambour. Tred Avon, Twilight 
Tear. Two Lea. Vagraney, Anita Peabody, 
Top Flight. Evening. and others with short- 
er careers, 

In the Modesty. Sickle’s Image followed 
the early pace of Jo Pilot. took command 
on the turn. widened her advantage to 3 
lengths. and. although ridden out. com- 
pletely dominated her field. which included 
Mimi Mine. Arab Actress. Gala Fete. and 
others among the best mares now in train- 
ing. (A more detailed description of the 


race and the pedigree and family notes for 
Sickle’s Image are in the Stakes section.) 
Too much already has been said in the 
past about her alleged “unfashionable” 
breeding, but if space permitted a lot more 
could be said about Sickle’s Image. 


HYDE PARK STAKES. Considering its 
tradition and other factors, the Hyde Park 
Stakes. in this writer’s opinion, is one of 
the outstanding events for 2-year-olds in 
America. It is doubtful if any of the pre- 
vious 42 runnings, including the victories 
of Emperor of Norfolk (1887), El Rio 
Rey (1889). Domino (1893), and Dick 
Welles (1902) provided greater thrills 
than the renewal on July 10. same day as 
the Modesty Handicap. 


In the field of 18. Maine Chance Farm’s 
Jet's War Date. which led from the start, 
appeared to have the race won until the 
last stride. But the winner at the wire was 
Eugene Constantin Jr.’s Our Prince 
(*Princequillo—Annie Reigh. by Reigh 
Count) which roared to the finish on the 
outside. almost in the middle of the track. 
Jockey Combest had the bay colt within 
striking distance early from his 14th post 
position. and he was flying when they 
reached the final eighth. 


Earlier in the day Trainer Clyde Troutt 
and Combest had graduated another Con- 
stantin 2-year-old from the maiden ranks. 
This was the gray colt Indicative, by 
*Mahmoud out of Myrtlewood’s unraced 
daughter. Gallawood. by *Sir Gallahad III. 


The Texas oil man. Constantin, and his 
trainer appear to have acted wisely and 
with good fortune in their yearling pur- 
chases last year. On July 7 this stable won 
a maiden race with another gray colt, 
Ocean Lane (*Coastal Trafic—War Party, 
by Man o° War). which won impressively 
by 8 lengths. Ocean Lane was entered for 
the Hyde Park. but his connections decided 
to rely on Our Prince and seratehed the 
gray colt.

Hazel Park, 
HBPA Agree 


Hazel Park race track, near Detroit, aud 
the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective 
Association last week agreed upon purse 
distribution for the Hazel Park meeting, 
scheduled to open on July 30. The agree. 
ment calls for a $2.000 minimum purse 
for the first 7 days of the meeting. If the 
mutuel handle for the first 7 days is more 
than 7 per cent below 1953 figures. the 
minimum will be reduced to $1.800.

Sickle’s Image won her first Modesty Handicap 
in 1951, in the good time of 1:1045. She was second 
in 1952, when Arlington Park increased the dis- 
tance a furlong. In 1953 she was unplaced behind 
Bella Figura, which ran the 6 furlongs in 1:10%. 
This year she won the race in 1:10. 

Highest weights in the Modesty were given Gala 
Fete (122) and Arab Actress (120), but neither 
of these figured in the outcome. Sickle’s Image 
(118) let Jo Pilot make the pace. skimmed along 
in second place to the stretch, then went ahead to 
win by 2% lengths. Mimi Mine, fifth after 4 fur- 
longs. finished 2% lengths ahead of Vixen Fixit, 
which went from sixth to third in the stretch. 

Sickle’s Image is a phenomenon in modern racing. 
When the moderate selling plater Ariel Image fin- 
ished her busy racing career in 1946 her owner, 
Clarence Hartwick, then of Oxford, Mich., bred her 
(in 1947) to Sickletoy, a horse which otherwise 
would have been quite forgotten by now. Only one 
other foal by Sickletoy got to the races, and_ it 
was a non-winner. The horse died in Ohio after a 
complication of afflictions. Ariel Image herself pro- 
duced no other foal until this year. when she had 
acolt by Bolero. She died last month at Hartwick’s 
place in Kentucky. 

After failing to find a buyer for Sickle’s Image 
when she was a yearling, Hartwick put her in 
training. and she has won a small fortune for him. 
4 stakes winner in each of the 5 years she has 
raced. she now has won 27 of her 69 races and 
earned $409,275. The only mares which have earned 
Bewitch Gallorette.

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Thoroughbred Club Panel Discusses 
A Difficult and Confused Problem 


Throughout the history of Thoroughbred breeding the owners of stallions, in 
advertising fees and conditions for payment, have adapted themselves to the com- 
petitive situation, usually keeping pretty well in line with the prices and conditions 
offered by their neighbors. Through occasional departures from popular practice, 
new customs have emerged. The custom of the moment in the United States is for 
stallions to stand on a live-foal basis, that is, with no payment required unless the 
mare produces a toal which lives at least long enough to suckle. 

Most owners of mures consider that they “never had it so good” as under this 
system. “4 man ought to have something for his money,” they say. But the practice 
has its disadvantages, especially for the stallion owner, who frequently has nothing 
for his money even if the mare has become pregnant. It has resulted also in the 
highest stud fees in history. 

In April of this year the American Thoroughbred Breeders Association polled 
its membership to determine whether it would favor reduction of stud fees and 
elimination of the live-foal guarantee. The replies were in the negative, in a ratio 
of nearly 2 to 1. But not all the negative voters were content with current practice. 
They had many suggestions. 

The Thoroughbred Club of America, at its crowded noon meeting at the La- 
fayette Hotel in Lexington July 10, approached the problem in a panel discussion 
which brought out only one observation that gained complete approval. A. B. 
Hancock Jr., toward the end of the many-sided expression of opinion, summed it up 
to the satisjaction of nearly everybody: “You just take the best hold you can.” 

Members of the 5-man panel were Mr. Hancock, who is president of the Amer- 
ican Thoroughbred Breeders Association; Lou P. Doherty, owner of the Stallion 
Station; Olin Gentry and Charles A. Kenney, both with long experience in this and 
other problems of management; and Dr, Eslie A, Asbury, owner of Forest Retreat 
Farm. Moderator jor the discussion was J. A. Estes, chairman of the Thoroughbred 


Club’s program committee. 


Because of nation-wide interest in the subject, an attempt was made to record 
the discussion as fully as possible. The first installment, below, comprises the open- 


ing statements of the panel members. 


ESTES. We are here to discuss some 
rather knotty points on which much could 
be said on either side. I know that all of 
you have some positive opinions on these 
questions. I hope that most of the things 
that you have to say will be said by the 
panel at the table, so that we won't have 
everyone commenting at the same time. 
Now you can watch closely, and if they 
miss emphasizing anything you think 
should be brought out, you can put them in 
the form of statements or questions, which 
I would like to have written. 

I am going to begin by outlining the 
procedure so that you will know where we 
are going. First, I’d like each panel mem- 
ber to make a brief statement of what he 
thinks of the question of stallion fees. 
There will be no arguments, simply a state- 
ment of position. After that, if possible, 
I'd like to hold the discussion to one thing 
at a time. There may be something come 
out of this—--ome area of agreement—and 
there may be some points on which you 
wish to have a show of hands. At the end 
of it. T have asked Clarkson Beard to 


summ:rize the ground covered: if we have 


reached any agreement at any point, or 
enough of an agreement to suggest further 
investigation, he can report it. Pl begin 
with Lou Doherty. 


DOHERTY. I don’t have any notes, for 
| know very definitely what I want to say. 
Everything that I have read has treated 
stallions as a generalized proposition, and 
I think that is very wrong. There are three 
kinds of stallions. You have the Romans. 
the Polynesians, the Count Fleets, the 
*Mahmouds—the horses that are here and 
are good ones, You then have the horses 
that are on the make, the horses with very 
good qualifications that are trying to get 
in the class with the top few. You then 
have a lot of stallions that I don’t think 
enter into this discussion. 

I understand that we are going to talk 
about the abuse of the live-foal privilege. 
Basically. that’s what this discussion is. I 
don’t think that with the top group of 
stallions there is any abuse. I don’t think 
that the stud fees are too high, and I don’t 
believe that a man getting a season to any 
of those good horses knowingly abuses 
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that privilege. The third group of horses 
doesn't matter; there isn’t much that can 
be said about them. 

I think the entire discussion revolves 
around the horses on the make—the horses 
that 5 or 6 years from now are going to 
be the Romans, the Polynesians, and the 
Count Fleets. And there I do think there 
are 2 abuses, I think that the live-foal 
privilege is abused, And I think the stud 
fees charged for that group of horses 
usually is much higher than it should be. 

It seems to me that no agreement be- 
tween any groups of stallion owners should 
be undertaken that in any sense would 
stifle competition. If you stand a stallion 
at his fair fee, and he is a stallion on the 
make, people are going to try to get their 
mares in foal to him. If he is priced fairly 
you will have encugh good breeders trying 
to get to him that you don’t have to worry 
about people who will take advantage of 
you. By that I don’t mean that you have 
to approve mares. I do think that you 
can approve people. 

I don’t believe. names should be used in 
this discussion. but this year a very good 
horse went into stud, at a most reasonable 
fee. I don’t think anyone abused the priv- 
ilege. I think that if the horse had stood 
for $3.000 instead of $1.000, people would 
have tried to send mares which were difh- 
cult to get in foal, I can’t help but feel 
that when you inflate the price of a stal- 
lion you fail to fill his book with desirable 
mares. What you are doing is asking for 
the border-line mares to come to that 
horse. 

Perhaps my thinking here has not been 
orderly, but I would be opposed to agree- 
ing to any change in the conditions under 
which all of my horses stand except

Roman. It wouldn't make any difference 
with horses like Roman, Count Fleet. ete. 
You could stand them any way you want. 
and people will still fill your book. It is 
the competitive horses that this problem 
involves. And I[ think that if we priced 
them fairly most of the abuses would dis- 
appear. 


OLIN GENTRY, Not a heck of a lot I 
ean add to what Lou has said, I believe, 
like he does, that proven sires like Poly- 
nesian always can take care of themselves. 
It is these untried horses that enter stud 
with big fees. and everyone makes an 
effort to get a foal in the first crop, and 
after that the main thing is to stay into 
the horse until he proves himself. and I 
think that the fee is the trouble. 

1 would be in favor of paying 20 per 
cent of the stud fee at the time of service, 
and the balance to be paid when the mare 
has a live foal. If she does not, the 20 
per cent would be forfeited. 

I think this would eliminate the so-called 
hard-to-get-in-foal mare. and the horse 
would have less trouble and get a higher 
percentage of his mares in foal, and prob: 
ably a higher percentage of live foals. 

But I wouldn’t be in favor of paying 20 
per cent of the stud fee at the time of 
service unless they agreed to cut the stud 
fee. | think if they would cut the stud 
fee 20 per cent they'd wind up with just 
as much cash and the horse wouldn’t have 
as much work to do. and the breeder 
sending mares to him would get better 
service. [If they were going to maybe forfeit 
20 per cent of the stud fee I think they 
would think twice before sending a mare 
tohim they thought couldn’t get in foal. 


OLIN GENTRY 


A, B. HANCOCK JR. I have given a lot 
of thought to this thing, and I thought I 
was right several times, but I always had 
it knocked down. The reason this occurred 
to me to start with is that everyone now 
seems to be unhappy. When everybody is 
unhappy something is wrong. Your. stal- 
lion owner is unhappy. and your mare 
owner is unhappy. 

It seems to me that if the fees were 
reduced and there was no guarantee, it 
would make for better business for every- 
body. I think breeders would cull their 
mares a little better. and the stallion own- 
er would know what he was going to get 
in each year. There are taxes which every- 
one has to be thinking about. especially 
those people who-generally come up with 
a good horse. They are unhappy because 
they have to refund out of cash what 
they've already paid taxes on. 

I think the rest of the gentlemen are 
going to give you figures to show what it 
cosis to put a yearling by a good stallion 
into the ring, We all know that if you 
breed to a $5,000 horse with a pretty good 
mare, you're not making a hell of a lot of 
money if you sell him for $15.000; you 
about break even. 

It strikes me that somewhere along the 
line something is wrong. The stallion own- 
er. from his point of view. if his horse 
covers your mare each time that you call 
and ask for the mare to be covered. that 
man has done his job. Whether or not the 
mare gets in foal is not his concern, Right 
now the stallion owner finds himself in the 
position of teasing mares. keeping mares. 
and insuring mares. And that’s not right. 

On the other hand. the mare owner has 
got to pay so much money to get into a 
stallion that he can’t make any money 
selling yearlings. 

There’s one other thing about this: I 
think the reason for the high price of 
stallion services now is syndication. and 
I'm not going to be one to say anything 
about syndication because think my 
father started it. But I believe that in the 
next 15 years. unless something is done 
about the stud fees and some place where 
the stallion owner gets a little better break 
out of it. T don’t believe there will be 5 
decent horses in the country that aren't 
syndicated, 

Now. I've got 2 that I think are top 
young stallions. and I know very well that 
Mr. Chenery with Hill Prince and Mr. 
Guggenheim with *Turn-to seriously con- 
sidered syndication of those horses. If 
they had. people who had shares would be 
in. and everybody else would be out. 

That is going to continue and is going 
to get worse. and your prices or stud fees 
are going to keep on spiraling. with the 
resultant reduction in the income of the 
man who is breeding for the market. 

I don’t know whether it is right to stand 
on a return basis. or no guarantee. no 
anything. or whether there should be a 
forfeit. or payments made when the mare 
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is bred. when the mare is pronounced in 
foal, the third payment when the mare pro- 
duces a live foal, but there are many ways 
it can be broken down. 

It strikes me that in England, where they 
have been doing it for a long time, they’ve 
gone up and down the ladder. and they've 
come back to the idea that the best way 
to handle a stallion is to charge as the 
mare comes, and let the mare owner take 
his chance. I’m not saying I’m for that, but 
that’s the way they’ve worked it out, and 
they’ve had a lot of experience. 

I believe. as Lou says. that the top 
stallion will take care of himself. The top 
stallions few people can get to. It is the 
in-between stallion that is hurt by the 
abuses in the system, and the lower stal- 
lion. the cheaper stallion, the horse that 
isn’t. going to make it, who stands at a 
small fee. a $500 horse—he doesn’t get his 
percentages, he doesn’t get as many mares 
in foal as he should, and the people who 
do get the mares in foal to him as a rule 
don’t make any money. Something has got 
to be done for that kind of horse. I think 
that horses of that type under the present 
system lend a lot to the so-called over- 
production of Thoroughbreds. [ve got 
them at my place. had them all along; I 
think they are good enough to stand, and 
should stand. but I’m sure that a lot of 
other horses of this ilk. if there was a fee 
of $250 and no guarantee. I don’t believé 
we'd have nearly as many mares and the 
resultant foals cluttering up our race 
tracks and keeping the stall situation in an 
uproar and everything like that. also keep- 
ing the opportunity away from your in- 
between horse. which we all know is the 
problem of the American Turf. 


ESTES. The next speaker is Dr. Eslie 
Asbury, Dr. Asbury is on the panel mostly 
(Continued on next page) 
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because he represents the mare owner 
rather than the stallion owner. 


DR. ASBURY. I'd like to say. to start 
with, that I agree with everything that 
Lou, and Olin, and Bull have said. Possibly 
I would have one or 2 different ideas about 
stud fees. but with everything else they 
said I would agree. 


Now. I'm supposed to talk about the 
mare owner. and therefore 'm not going 
into the things that the previous men have 
gone into. 


The cost of the stallion service is bound 
up with all the problems of the breeder 
and the stallion owner, but the actual 
money value of a season to the best stal- 
lions—and I’m talking about the top stal- 
lions—is modified by a great many other 
considerations. Fortunately. in Kentucky, 
stallions usually are handled with integrity 
and intelligence; and I'm telling you right 
now, when I mention these little things. 
that I never yet have felt that I didn’t have 
full co-operation and consideration, and 
we breed almost every place down here 
every year. Of never breed 
more than one mare to one stallion, and 
we buy all our seasons. and they are dis- 
tributed widely, 

Now. a few of these little factors. aside 
from the breeding class of the horse, and 
I’m not going into that at all. The main 
thing is. are you going to get the mare in 
foal? Well. that depends on whether you 
can get your mare in. whether the stallion 
has too many mares booked, whether the 
home mares are favored. Is the stallion 
well handled during the breeding opera- 
tion? Is time taken to tease the mare. to 
empty her out. and all that sort of thing? 
Is there good help around? Or has the 
stallion been half-way ruined by bad hand- 
ling. ignorant handling. or an ignorant 
groom with a club? And that’s not unheard 
of. All of these things reduce or grade up 
the thing youre going to pay for. 

I've never seen anything about this in 
print. I've never seen a discussion of this 
from the standpoint of the mare owner. 
Everybody knows all this stuff. 


course, I 


Now stallion managers are understand- 
ably concerned about injury to their horse, 
but are all reasonable precautions taken 
to prevent injury to your mare? For ex- 
ample. many mares. maiden mares, won’t 
tolerate hobbles. and they won’t tolerate 
the breeding shed. I think that is partic- 
ularly true of mares which have been well 
trained at the farm. have been trained 
maybe with a teaser. and they’re all right. 
But you get them in a strange environment. 
put those hobbles on. and they start raising 
Cain. 


Now. our experience has been that, if 
mares like that are taken out in the pad- 
dock and allowed to quiet down, they take 
the horse: we’ve had that many, many 
times. But they’ve been trained before-: 
hand. And that depends on whether the

Now, a thing which will grade your sea- 
son up or down: Are maidens accepted? 
—properly trained and desirable maiden 
mares? (I don’t mean some real terrible. 
bad-acting mares.) You could name any 
number of first foals. I think there are 
many more good first foals than any other. 
I don’t know the statistics on it. but it’s 
close. 

Then the next thing which is going to 
grade up or down the season is whether 
the man insists upon picking the mare, 
Now. you can't blame a man for wanting 
stakes winners and dams of stakes winners. 
but I think it’s been proven many times by 
experienced people that these mares don’t 
assure the success even of a good stallion. 
Experience has shown that proper mating. 
to bring out desirable qualities and mini- 


mize weaknesses. and proper raising and 
training and all that sort of thing are 


equally important. 

The stallion and his owner need good 
will, and I think that a little bit of bad 
will arises whenever people become too 
insistent about picking the mares. It’s been 
shown many times that it starts an anvil 
chorus. entirely unjustifiable at times. and 
the stallion owner needs good will to tide 
him over the inevitable lean years, Any- 
way. a stallion season is more valuable to 
a breeder, and better results are obtained 
all around, if the breeder is allowed to 
select the mare. 

Now. many other things are going to 
affect the value of this season—vou’ve got 
$5.000 down on it. remember. If the stal- 
lion is owned by a man whose own mares 
are going to be given the best chance. and 
if the ownership will allot outside seasons 
to breeders whose produce will be well 
handled, it’s going to improve the value 
of the stallion service. It’s best to be in 
winning company. 


Now. is the stallion owner going to be 


loyal to you? The stallion owner has got 
lots of problems—10 times as many as 
the mare owner. I'll say that, But is he 
going to be loyal under changing condi. 
tions, and will he remember that when a 
man breeds to a horse it is human nature 
for him to boost his horse. and to feel that 
he has a vested interest in the horse— 
he’s kind of bought part of this horse. 

The next thing is. however prepotent a 
stallion is. is he a “good-breeding” horse? 
Are half his foals going to be bad. with 
bad bones. bad heads? This is extremely 
important to the market breeder. 

All of these factors modify. up and 
down. the value of the season. If we as. 
sume that the considerations mentioned are 
average. the live-foal fee a breeder can 
afford is a third or less of the probable 
value of the yearling. Merely because a 
breeder has a season to a good and ex. 
pensive horse doesn’t mean that the year. 
ling will even bring the stud fee. The 
mare must justify the horse. and vice 
versa, 

Of course. everyone is going to do what 
he wants to. anyway. but I do think stud 
fees are too high. I think the live-foal 
contract causes too many bad mares to be 
bred. and that. for the good of both. stal- 
lion owner and breeder. a compromise 
such as suggested by Bull Hancock or 
Mrs. Salmon should be considered. Mrs, 
Salmen wants some kind of payment when 
the mare is bred. and so on, in 3. pay- 
ments. [I think. Mr. Hancock suggested 
a no-return basis. with smaller fees. The 
bad feature of this system is that it 
removes seme of the incentive for the stal- 
lion owner to get the mare in foal. It’s 
also “un-American”: it’s English. Over 
there. everything operates without a rain- 
check. When you go to a tennis match and 
pay your money and it rains that minute, 
you don’t get your money back, It’s a 
hangover from the old days when the 
duke could tell everybody to go to the 
devil. 

I think a better way would be a com- 
promise calling for half of the stud fee 
to be paid, and not refundable. at the time 
the mare is bred. and the other half when 
the mare produces a live foal. This would 
enable the stallion owners to reduce pres 
ent fees by a total of about 25 per cent. 
and would still act as a deterrent to 
breeding undesirable mares. 

I’m not going to speak on syndication. 
Evervone knows that’s what makes stud 
fees high. 


CHARLES A. KENNEY, What I would 
like to say will be more or less an anti- 
climax. but T have some of my notes on 
paper because I want it to be part of the 
record. First off. I’d like to say that none 
of us have gone into the ways of standing 
stallions. 

The simplest way would be so much a 
leap. or service. One gentleman in the

Banassa’s G. P. de St. Cloud; 
8 Nations in Are de Triomphe 


Paris, JULY 7 


The Grand Prix de Saint Cloud is the 
first big weight-for-age clash in France. 
Until 1931 
were frequently starters in this race. but 
since then very few of them have taken 
part. with the result that the winner usual- 


ly is an older horse. This year there were 


classie-winning —3-year-olds 


17 starters—a 6-year-old, 3 5-year-olds. 7 
4-year-olds. and 6 3-year-olds. 


The 6-year-old Norman twice had won 
the Grand Handicap d’Ostende. and last 
October at Milan took the Premio del 
Jockey Club. This year he was fourth in 
the Coronation Cup, The 5-year-olds were 
Magnific, winner of the 1953 G. P. de St. 
Cloud: Vamos. which had beaten Elpenor, 
later winner of the Ascot Gold Cup. over 
17, miles in the Prix de Lutece; and 
Pharad. a moderate Boussac horse. 


The 4-year-old division was represented 
by the 1953 Prix de Diane and Are de 
Triomphe winner La Sorellina. making her 
first start of the year; the good _ filly 
Banassa. second in the Prix de Diane; 
Savoyard. winner of the 1953 Prix du Con- 
seil Municipal: and the very useful Seri- 
phos. Radio. Romantisme. and Gourabe. 


The 3-year-olds included the Prix Hoc- 
quart winner Prince Rouge and Arbar’s 
brother Estremadur, winner of his only 2 
previous races. Besides these “big shots.” 
there were Soleil Levant. winner of the 
G. P. du Printemps; Iceberg. third in the 
Prix Noailles; Vieille Pierre. sixth in the 
Prix Diane: and Hidalgo. handi- 
capper,

The ground was soft, from a rain shortly 
before the race. Seriphos, as he prefers 
to do. made the pace, ahead of Pharad, 
Prince Rouge, and Estremadur, while 
Vamos.

TRPB developed the tattoo 


Positive Identification 


Edmund P. Coffey. vice president of 
the Thoroughbred Racing Protective 
Bureau, summarized the development 
of horse identification and the lip tat- 
too at the annual convention of the 
National Association of State Racing 
Commissioners. For 12 years Coffee 
was chief of the FBI Crime Detection 
and Research Laboratory in Wash- 
ington, D. C., which he left to become 
a TRPB executive. In 1939 and 1940 
he made an intensive study of identi- 
fication methods in 13 European 
countries. 


When the Thoroughbred Racing Pro- 
tective Bureau was organized in January, 
1946, one of the most serious problems 
it immediately ran into was that of ringer 
cases. During that first year TRPB investi- 
gation uncovered 22 instances where ring- 
ers ran in races on American tracks. These 
included such notorious cases as that of 
Willow Run and Flying Kilts at New Or- 
leans; Sea Command and Allpulch in 
New England: and the Joe S case in 
Illinois. 

Mr. Drayton realized that the then ex- 
isting systems of horse identification were 
not adequate to cope with the problem and 
prevent ringing cases. He requested me 
to make an exhaustive survey of all pos- 
sible horse identification sysiems with a 
view to eliminating this undesirable con- 
dition. As a result. a study was made of 
the value of identification by photographs. 
Following this we tested identification by 
night eyes. Next we analyzed a method of 
using the whorl patterns in the hide, The 
Bertillon system of measurements was also 
tested. Finally tattoo branding of the lip 
was surveyed. In all of these systems ex- 
cept tattoo branding there were found in- 
herent weaknesses which precluded their 
use on a wholly reliable basis. 

After eliminating all the other methods. 
Mr. Drayton and I went to the Army Re- 
mount Station at Pomona, Calif. There we 
studied the tattoo system which at that 
time was being experimented with by the 
Army. 

The process was found to be simple and 
completely effective. It provided a_ per- 
manent unchangeable brand on the inside 
of the upper lip that was quickly readable. 
It could be applied efficiently and without 
any pain to, or difficulty with, the horse, As 
a result of these studies, the TRA adopted 
the tattoo brand system and _ requested 
TRPB to further develop the process, This 
development was placed on a scientific re- 
seaich basis. TRPB technicians together 


with Dr. James N. Frost. professor of 
animal surgery at Cornell University, 
worked to perfect the impregnation of the 
tattoo pigment on a permanent basis. Pre- 
cision instrument-makers designed and 
built the special instruments now used, 
The Army was using a hand needle to form 
the outline of the figures in the tattooing. 
TRPB_ developed —custom-manufactured 
dies embodying secret designs to forestall 
counterfeiting. These dies imprint an en- 
tire figure or letter in one operation. 

The brand put on the lip is the serial 
number of The Jockey Club foal registra- 
tion certificate with a prefix letter used to 
denote the age of the horse. An asterisk is 
used to denote an imported Thoroughbred. 
From then on the horse carries his identi- 
fication with him. 

The Jockey Club aided in the project 
by permitting a seal to be imprinted on 
the registration certificate attesting that 
the horse had been tattooed. They also post 
the tattoo information into the Stud Book 
records. Thus, there is established an un- 
breakable link between The Jockey Club 
certificate of registration and the Thor- 
oughbred for which it was issued. 

Special tattoo crews were trained in the 
work. and to date 46.000 Thoroughbreds 
have been tattoo branded under the TRA 
program. This has been accomplished 
without a single fatality or injury to any 


horse. The tattooed horses forever carry 
this indelible stamp of identity and the 
original Jockey Club Certificate contains 
an imprint attesting that the horse has 
been tattoo branded. 

The tattoo brand is easily read in the 
paddock and may be seen by the public at 
the time of examination. It thus inspires 
confidence on the part of the public as to 
the identity of the horse. Complete identi- 
fication is effected in the paddock by com- 
paring the horse with the age, sex. color. 
white markings and tattoo brand, all of 
which appear on The Jockey Club foal cer- 
tificate, Thus the identification is accom- 
plished by reference to an original official 
document of identity and pedigree. It is 
as positive and official as the deed to your 
lot registered at the county court house. 

The original objective was absolute 
identification of the Thoroughbred in the 
paddock preceding a race, and such has 
been accomplished; however, many inci- 
dental benefits have resulted from the 
tattoo system. Horses being vanned into 
the stable area may be checked as to 
identity at the stable gate, and thereby the 
complete identity of every horse on the 
grounds is established. The tattoo brand 
may be checked when the saliva sample is 
taken or when the urine specimen is later 
taken at the barn, thus establishing posi-

tively the identity of the horse from which 
the sample is taken. On the breeding farms 
the identity of mares is checked at the 
breeding shed. The Jockey Club foal ap. 
plication form now requires the tattoo 
number of the dam. Insurance companies 
check the brand on the careass of horses 
that have been destroved or have died. Cus- 
tom officials check the tattoo brand of 
Thoroughbreds crossing the border to as- 
sure that the same horses will be returned 
in accordance with the terms of their entry. 
This makes shipment into Canada and 
Mexico much simpler for the horsemen, At 
TRA headquarters many inquiries are re- 
ceived requesting the identification of 
horses that have been sold or abandoned. 


One of the most convincing proofs of 
the superiority of the tattoo brand method 
over all other methods of horse identifiea- 
tion occurred following a disastrous fire 
at Waterford Downs race track in 1952. 
Hundreds of horses were released from 
their barns and after the fire they were 
found scattered all around the nearby 
terrain. The tattoo brand was the only 
means of rapidly identifying most of these 
horses so that they could be promptly re- 
turned to their owners. 


The tattoo branding is done without cost 
to the horsemen. All expenses are borne 
by TRA. Horses are currently branded as 
yearlings beginning November 1 prior to 
their 2-year-old season. Thus, the majority 
of them at TRA tracks are tattoo branded 
before they establish any racing record 
whatsoever. Identity at the time of brand- 
ing is carefully checked by well trained 
experts, The horse must conform in every 
respect to the description on The Jockey 
Club foal certificate. He must be presented 
and identified by a known trainer or owner 
of good repute. and all concerned must 
certify to the identification in writing. 


Tattoo branding has met with wide ae- 
ceptance throughout the United States: 


The Jockey Club on February 9, 1917. 
approved tattoo branding with the follow- 
ing statement: 


During the last 6 months the stewards of The 
Jockey Club have made a careful study of lip 
tattooing for Thoroughbred horses. They believe 
that such tattooing would be an important addition 
te the identification of horses, in conjunction with 
their registration certificates which include mark- 
ings. They therefore recommend that Thoroughbred 
racing horses 2-years-old and upward to be tattooed 
by the lip tattoo method—preferably with the num- 
ber identical with their registration certificate 
numbers. It is hoped that owners will voluntarily 
adopt the practice and that racing associations will 
make arrangements towards that end and offer 
facilities for that purpose. 


On February 23, 1947, the Thoroughbred 
Racing Associations of the United States, 
Inc., announced that its membership had 
unanimously approved lip tattooing as a 
means of identifying horses, 


Tarroo Crew at Work 


The Jockey Club on June 8, 1950, issued 
a ruling that all horses at tracks under 
the jurisdiction of The Jockey Club must 
be tattoo branded after January 1, 1951; 
and on October 18. 1950, The Jockey Club 
issued a ruling that the tattooing of Thor- 
oughbreds at tracks under the jurisdiction 
of The Jockey Club was to be accomplished 
by the Thoroughbred Racing Protective 
Bureau. 

In New Jersey the former rule of the 
racing commission required the association 
to furnish the paddock judge with photo- 
graphs of every horse entered in the race. 
The rules were amended, however, by the 
commission in April, 1948, to read as fol- 
lows: “However, where horses have been 
officially tattooed and The Jockey Club 
certificate contains an endorsement that 
they have been so tattooed, the above-men- 
tioned photographs will not be necessary.” 

In August, 1947, the New York office 
of the American Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals inspected the tattoo 
branding process and approved the same. 

The Florida Racing Commission has ap- 
proved the use of the tattoo brand in lieu 
of photographs. and in a letter to the 
TRPB. dated December 4, 1948, the secre- 
tary of the Florida commission wrote in 
part as follows: “This is to advise that we 
heartily approve your identification pro- 
gram and you are hereby authorized to 
proceed in the normal way with the tat- 
tooing of all horses presented to you for 
this purpose in the State of Florida.”

The Arkansas Racing Commission on 
December 12, 1949, addressed a letter to 
the TRPB. in part as follows: “As you 
know. the Arkansas Racing Commission 
decided last year that the tattooing of 
horses. as sponsored by the TRPB be a 
requisite before any horse is allowed to 
be entered in any race at Oaklawn Park 
for the 1950 meet and any meet thereafter. 
The entire commission was interested in 
the tattooing process and has adopted the 
tattoo brand as the sole means of positive’ 
identification. This new ruling will be in- 
corporated in the rule book now being re- 


vised and will be Rule No. 177.” 


The Code of Standards of TRA pro- 
vides that horses be tattoo branded before 
racing at any member track. Many non- 
member TRA tracks use it. At these latter 
tracks. many horses come to their races 
which have been tattooed at TRA tracks, 
and the identifier makes ready use of the 
tattoo brand for his identification purposes. 


The Ontario Racing Commission of Can- 
ada adopted tattoo branding in March, 
1950. In April, 1954, tattooing was adopted 
for horse identification by the Prairie 
Thoroughbred Breeders and Racing Asso- 
ciation of Western Canada. 


The Hungarian Jockey Club on April 
21, 1949, wrote that they would adopt a 
similar method of tattooing their Thor- 
oughbreds in Hungary. In addition, a num- 
ber of inquiries have been received from 
foreign couniries evidencing such interest 
in tattoo branding that it is not unlikely 
it will eventually be utilized throughout 
the world for identification of Thorough- 


breds. 


The Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
solved a difficult problem of identifying 
their large herd of solid black horses. Re- 
questing advice and equipment from 
TRPB, we designed for their use a special 
modified numbering system which they 
now tattoo on these horses. 


Even the courts have recognized the 
efficacy of the tattoo system. In March, 
1948, the New Hampshire Superior Court, 
after hearing arguments concerning the 
identity of a Thoroughbred, ordered that 
the horse be tattooed by the TRPB so 
that there could be no question of its 
identity in the future. 


Tattoo branding of Thoroughbreds has 
now been done for 714 years, and there 
has not been a single ringer involving a 
tattooed horse in that entire period. TRA 
has spent $240,000 on the project, tattooing 
46.000 horses at a cost of about $5 per 
head. Thus, there has finally been devel- 
oped a system that provides a_ simple, 
efficient, low-cost procedure for the positive 
identification of race horses that can be 
used universally,

More than 130 horses are engaged in the 
biggest European weight-for-age race.

East. I think. is working that out. I don't 
know how he is coming out. but that 
wouldn't seem to be too satisfactory. 

Then. the next one is no-return. We 
know in the past that that didn’t work so 
well; people do want to get something for 
their money. 

Then the plan that Mr, Gentry spoke of 

what I call the old Bradley plan. One of 
his horses | remember. stood for $1.590, 
and 10 per cent to assure a live foal. We 
tried that on *Bull Dog at Coldstream. and 
I theught that *Bull Dog was Coldstream 
or QOecupation, (Editor's This is 
Kenney shorthand. It means that when 
*Bull Dog stood on a return basis. that 
is. with a one-year return if there was no 
live foal. the horse was highly fertile, and 
that when the “Bradley plan” was tried

the horse’s apparent fertility dropped to 
the extent that he got only about 65. per 
cent of the mares in foal.) It didn’t work 
so good. I think maybe you ought to have 
a 20 or 25 per cent addition instead of 
10 per cent. 

On the return—lI believe Eight Thirty is 
standing on a return basis—it’s about as 
good a way to keep both stallion owner 
and mare owner honest as I know of, But 
it kind of louses up a man’s book, and 
you just don’t know where your book is 
going to be—and that hasn’t been too 
popular. 

So we are left with the guaranteed live 
foal. and that’s the way we stand to now. 
Now I'd like to read you my impression 
of that. 

The main fault, in my way of thinking, 
seems to lie in the current inflationary 
tendency of stud fees. This has led to the

generally fabulous syndication prices of 
stallions, especially of untried stallions. 
| don’t mean *Nasrullah, and don’t 
mean *Alibhai. Syndication excludes own- 
ers not possessing shares in the particular 
horses involved. Owing to the lack of 
necessity of selling seasons within these 
syndicates. fancy stud fees are slapped 
around all over the place. the main idea 
being living up to the Joneses. I know of 
one or 2 horses which had 2 or 3 modest 
winners last year and up they went with 
the stud fees, Of course. those were syn- 
dicated horses. and the people within the 
syndicate had a perfect right to do that. 
but it did inflate the fees a little more 
than they should have been. 


On the other side of the picture we have 
top stallions which stand for $5.000 for a 
live foal. I don’t have any quarrel with 
that much. We have a few fishing lies. 
horses standing for more than $5.000. and 
it kind of makes you quake a little bit. 
but there is no question but what the 
handful of proven top sires can stand the 
$5.000. 


The main objection to the live-foal 
basis now is that the top horse. or horses. 
at an establishment seem to be carrying 
along the middle-grade or plain. ordinary 


stallion. pushing the fees of the middle- 
grade and just plain. ordinary stallions 
up by propinquity—that is, stretching 
them to such a point that smart breeders 
do not send mares to these horses. It prob- 
ably will take at least a good recession in 
yearling prices to bring the realization of 
our problem there. 


Another facet to be considered. how- 
ever, is that there are many green owners 
of mares—I mean these people who have 
just gotten their first mares. and they come 
to us in a right trusting sort of way. so 
we push them up. Now. these people 
don’t know what a stallion should stand 
for. but unfortunately they are willing to 
pay us. This is a rather deplorable situa- 
tion. since in many cases sad realization— 
in other words, a hangover—will tend to 
drive them out of the ranks of owners and 
breeders, We cannot. of course. afford to 
lose any friends. 


Now. a proposal was made by a leading 
breeder. Mrs. Salmon. that the owner of 
the stallion should receive a fee at the 
time the mare was first bred. win. lose. or 
draw. then an additional fee when the 
mare gets in foal. and another fee when 
the mare produces a live foal. 

I think that has the elements of being 
something. It might be that they could 
make a deposit when the mare is bred and 
another when the mare produces a_ live

foal. I'm just saying that it has some 
merit. Now I don’t know the answer. If 
it is generally conceded that stallion fees 
are out of kilter—I don’t know. either as 
to the price or the method of standing 
stallions, 1 am inclined to believe that 
middling-to-ordinary stallions are standing 
too high. But I doubt whether stallion 
owners would reduce stallion fees unless 
forced to do so. In a period of inflation. 
such as some people think we now are 
having. it is very difhcult to depress any 
kind of price. In a period of depression. 
such as we may have. it will be difficult 
to sell seasons at a decent price to any 
horse. It seems to me that if we could get 
together on a golden rule, with a good 
smattering of common sense on the part 
of both breeders and owners. we might get 
somewhere. 

I'd like to say in conclusion that I took 
from the American Racing Manual the 10 
leading sires with respect to money won 
by their produce in 1953. and then I took 
the produce of these horses that were sold 
by public auction in 1951, 1952. and 1953. 
and I found that the colts sold for an aver- 
age of about $17.500. the fillies for about 
$15.000. the colts and fillies together. 
about $16.000. 

Dr. Asbury and myself. by different 
routes. tried to give you a figure. what it 


would cost you to produce a yearling. I 
figured. if you are paying a $5.000 stud 
fee. it will cost you about $13,000 to pro- 
duce that yearling. exclusive of insurance. 
I don’t think those figures are particularly 
high. So if the horse is standing for $3.500. 
it will cost you about $12.500, providing 
you are breeding to a mare that is worth 
$17.500 to $20.000. Now that’s in the 
upper bracket. I realize that.

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OBITUARY 


Jack Campbell 


In the fall of 1935. when Jack Campbell 
gave up his other connections with racing 
and accepted the post of racing secretary 
and handicapper to the New York tracks. 
he was stepping into the shoes of the schol- 
arly Walter Spencer Vosburgh. who had 
resigned his post as handicapper after a 
distinguished career as writer and official 
extending back into the 1860's. 

Instead of Vosburgh’s erudition he had 
a home-made education which had begun. 
insofar as racing was concerned. in the 
1890°s. when rainy days interrupted his 
work in an unele’s cotton press in New 
Orleans. On such workless days he went to 
the races at the old Fair Grounds course 
and discovered that he could pick win- 
ners. Before the century was out he had 
won as much as $7.000 or $8.000 a year 
at the race track while he was earning 
$125 a month at the cotton press. 

Eventually Campbell began losing regu- 
larly instead of winning regularly—‘T got 
to listening to owners and trainers.” he 
said—and in 1905 he became clerk of the 
scales at the outlaw City Park in New 
Orleans. From there on his life always was 
associaied closely with the race track. He 
took whatever jobs were available. and on 
oceasion sold mutuel tickets. As racing 
secretary. he once ran a 42-day meeting 
at Houston with 125 horses. But it was his 
demonstrated talent for making fine dis- 
tinctions in the class of horses which final- 
ly determined his career. 

In 1914 he was assistant to Edward W. 
Maginn at Douglas Park (Louisville) 
when Maginn became ill and Campbell 
had to take over his duties as handicapper. 
He finished Maginn’s weights for the Ken- 
tucky Handicap. and made his own handi- 
cap for the Grainger Memorial won by 
Luke McLuke. The finish was close enough 
(a length). and from there on Campbell 
was a racing secretary and handicapper at 
many tracks in the United States and 
Canada. but mainly in Maryland. Chicago. 
New England. and Florida. He was at 
Tijuana from 1929 to 1931. the big years 
for the Mexican track, His career as a 
bettor had ended suddenly; he guessed 
that he had made no more than a dozen 
bets after he became an official in racing. 
but the guess must have been low, (He 
had a weakness for sweepstakes tickets. ) 

The greatest handicapper that ever 
lived. according to Campbell, was Edward 
W. Maginn. whose death in 1914 left 
Campbell with his job at Douglas Park. 
Campbell quoted a trainer at Hot 


Springs: “That man can write races that 
nobody can win.” Not many of the later 
generation would agree that the master 
was better than the pupil. 


Joun B. CAMPBELL 


Campbell's greatest influence on Amer- 
ican racing was after “I cast my anchor 
in the quiet waters of New York.” as he 
put it. The carlier years had left him 
with an accumulation of wisdom and ex- 
perience which he was left free to use to 
whatever extent horses and circumstances 
permitted. Under his direction as racing 
secretary and handicapper (these duties 
had been divided in earlier years). New 
York racing was re-emphasized in its tra- 
ditional American leadership, Tradition in 
places had become almost archaism: the 
more modern touch of the sport in New 
York is largely owing to the fact that the 
big shadow of Jack Campbell fell across it, 

As a handicapper. Campbell got the 
most publicity and popular recognition for 
the three-way dead heat (Brownie. Bossuet, 
Wait A Bit) in the Carter Handicap of 
1944. The respect of horsemen was gained 
through his steady efficiency, day in and 
day out. in providing good condition books. 
careful weighting. and the fairest possible 


opportunity for horses horsemen. 
Trainers who objected to high weights got 
a smile and quiet scorn; one of his names 
for them was “The 130-Pound Club.” 
Sometimes he turned off his hearing aid 
and went back to work. Sometimes he tried 
to enlighten. After Discovery had been 
beaten under 145 pounds in a handicap at 
Saratoga. he explained patiently, “With- 
out 145 pounds on Discovery it wouldn't 
have been a horse race.” 

As a permanent contribution to the ree- 
ords of American racing, he continued the 
Experimental Free Handicap which had 
been instituted by W. S. Vosburgh in his 
last year as handicapper, His appraisal 
of the best 2-year-olds made the Free 
Handicap an institution in America, as it 
had been for many years in European 
countries. (His successor, Frank E. Kil- 
roe. has made unofficial free handicaps of 
3-year-olds and older horses for THE 
Bioov-Horse in recent years. and these, 
whether they gain official status or not, 
may become equally valuable institutions 
for the guidance of breeders and others.) 

Campbell was the most honored official 
of the last 20 years in American racing. In 
1952 he was the modest guest of honor at 
ihe Thoroughbred Club of America’s an- 
nual testimonial dinner—a tribute not or- 
dinarily bestowed upon the professionals 
of the sport. Marshall Cassidy called him 
“the greatest racing secretary and handi- 
capper.” and many a trainer agreed who 
had disagreed with the weights his own 
horses got, “The greatest handicapper who 
ever lived. bar none.” said Max Hirsch, 
who is not famed for agreeing. 

John Blanks Campbell was born Sep- 
tember 12. 1876. at New Orleans. the son 
of a river boat captain who named him for 
Jack Blanks. the cussingest captain on the 
Mississippi. the profanest river in history. 
He died at 7:30 a. m.. July 7. 1954, in 
his apartment at 277 Park Avenue in New 
York. as quietly as a man can die, settling 
a little deeper into his chair and dropping 
the morning paper from his hands. 


Frank Kilroe Succeeds Campbell 


Frank E. (Jimmy) Kilroe last week was 
named racing secretary for the 4 New 
York tracks. succeeding John B. Campbell. 
who died July 7, Fred H. Parks was named 
Kilroe’s aide. 

The announcement of George D. Widen- 
er. chairman of The Jockey Club and presi- 
dent of Belmont Park. said the decision 
had been agreed to by Cyrus S. Jullien. 
Aqueduct: John A. Morris. Jamaica: F. S. 
Von Stade. Saratoga; and himself. He 
said Julius G. Reeder. Campbell’s helper 
for many years. would continue as assist- 
ant to the racing secretary. 

Kilroe became an assistant to Camp- 
bell in 1941, after having served as an 
entry clerk and placing judge. From 1942

the main track at Belmont. On training 
alone he was ready to face 8 opponents. 
which had a total of 86 races in 1954. 

Bill Boland let Level Lea settle down 
into stride in third place during the early 
running. and he was in that threatening 
position until the final quarter came. In 
a way. it’s a shame that Invigorator had to 
run off and spoil such an excellent job of 
training. (After the race it was discovered 
that Invigorator had hurt his left front 
foot. See Stakes and Horses. page 151.) 

The race showed how much Invigorator 
likes Aqueduct, He has now won 4 stakes 
over the sandy strip for Bill Prestridge 
and Riley Allison. Invigorator has now re- 
turned $178.450 on a $7,000 investment at 
the Keeneland sales of 1951. The cattle 
rancher and lumber dealer who own the 
Saxon Stable should get lots more from 
him. 

One of the more surprising aspects of 
the 66th running of the Queens County 
feature was the appearance of Eddie 
Arcaro on the back of a horse that paid 
$27.80. This is about ten times the usual 
return on a mount that Arcaro rides, and 
such popularity is deserved.

Hewitt was acting for the Llangollen 
Farm of Mrs. Person, who was principally 
interested in the *Nasrullah—*Fichu colt 
which once had been named Ted but had 
run his only races as Mr. Gus. After the 
colt made his appearance on the track 
and warmed up in front of the stands Mrs, 
Person said, “I got very excited. he’s got 
such a beautiful stride.” 

Her excitement was a bit higher when 
Hewitt whispered the possibility that Ring 
might increase the price of the sale if Mr. 
Gus won the race. As the field neared the 
post, Mrs. Person strode through the aisle 
and grabbed Ring’s hand. Both agreed to 
the deal and the two of them then watched 
Mr. Gus hold off Performance’s late charge 
to score a front-running victory in 1:121. 
It was just the kind of race that would 
have doubled the price of a horse. 

Included in the group of horses sold are 
the stallion Kitchen Police. 4 yearlings. 4 
sucklings. 9 mares. and 3 other horses in 
training. Mr, Gus earned his reputation 
in a race down the Widener Course at 
Belmont on October 10. In this debut the 
Ring home-bred was 3 in front in one 
furlong and was eased up in the final six- 
teenth. The teletimer caught Mr. Gus in 
1:0825. one tick away from a track mark 
set by True North and Equaled by 3 
others. 

’ The colt ran swiftly enough to draw the 
eye of one Melvin LaBoyne. and when Mr. 


Gus went postward the next time in the 
East View Stakes the rider was Eddie 
Arcaro, who employs Mr. LaBoyne to 
choose a speedy horse. Unfortunately, Mr. 
Gus wrenched his back in the race and 
wound up seventh, The fact that the pub- 
lic had bet Mr. Gus down to 1-2 and that 
Mr. Arcaro had given up the mount on 
Correlation to switch to Mr. Gus, is an 
indication of how well the colt was thought 
of before the East View. 

Present plans call for the colt to be 
trained by Kay Jensen, who handled the 
Ring string and made bi-weekly plane 
trips from Florida this winter to see how 
Mr. Gus’ back was coming along, 

Mrs. Person also received something 
else on Saturday. She was the recipient of 
a plaque from the New York Turf 
Writers’ Association as the “Breeder of 
1953.” mainly for her Futurity winner 
Porterhouse, but also for the many horses 
that she has raced in the New York area. 
She already is thinking ahead to the time

One day last week Porter Roberts, a 
39-year-old) Kentucky trainer of Florida 
horses. got to talking about his good sea- 
son at Monmouth Park. To that point he 
had saddled 41 horses. got 7 winners. 10 
seconds. 6 thirds. and 4 fourths. 


What made this so nice was that it was 
only last August that Roberts began call- 
ing himself a trainer. Before then he was 
a jockey. and one of the best. 


“But L always regarded training—not 
riding—-as my goal in racing.” said 
from behind a 2-length cigar, could 
have ridden for a few more years, I be- 
lieve. The truth is. L had been looking for 
a few seasons for a place to get out. but 
when | made my move [ wanted it to be 
the right one.” 


The right opportunity came when Bill 
Leach. a Miami contractor, and his pretty 
wife asked him to take over their Dickey 
Stable. What helped sell Roberts on this 
contract was that the Leaches bred and 
raised much of their own racing stock. 
which seemed to give them double-interest 
and give him double-security. This pleased 
Roberts. although he sometimes found it 
amusing thinking about himself. a Lexing-

ton native. training and running Florida- 
bred horses. 

“I don’t have to make any apologies on 
that count though.” Roberts said. “Florida 
yearlings are bigger-boned than most, 
They get sunshine the year around, and 
the pasture is rich in limestone. Both Ken- 
tucky and Florida import most of their 
hay. so that’s no factor.” 

In his present string of 8 is the stakes- 
winning Bull Brier filly Menolene. which 
was foaled in Kentucky by Noodle Soup, 
but was transferred 3 weeks later to the 
Dickey farm where she was raised and 
broken. To last week she had won the 
Rancocas Stakes; run third to Royal Note 
and Nashua, beating all other male rivals, 
in the Cherry Hill Stakes; placed third 
behind Fantine Busher in a division of 
the Polly Drummond Stakes; run second. 
in her last race. to High Voltage in the 
Colleen Stakes, 

Trainer Roberts feels the same way 
about her as jockey Roberts felt about El 
Mono. Stymie. Mar-Kell. Third Degree. 
and Merry Nell. They were some of his 
best mounts. Roberts was never much at 
catching sensational headlines. but he 
always managed to be close to the top in 
the standings at big meets where he rode 
contract for Darby Dan Farm and Wheat- 
ley Stables. among others. 

Jack Keene. for whom the Keeneland 
track was named. was a friend of the Rob- 
erts family. and after young Porter had 
completed his second year of high school, 
he went to work for Keene. A vear later. 
in 1933. he became a jockey. and his first 
mount was Indian Legend. a name now 
held by a Greentree Stable performer. 
Porter rode for Keene for 5 years, then 
moved to the Middle West. 

The biggest season of his 20-vear saddle 
career was in 1948 at Hialeah, when he 
won the McLennan and Widener Handi- 
caps with El Mono, El Mono now stands 
at Dickey Stable. and already he has given 
Roberts the promising filly Curly Top. out 
of Miss Stephanie by Requested. 

“Each horse is a personality with a lot 
more individual intelligence than most 
people think.” he said. “A horse talks to 
you in a lot of ways. You've got to under- 
stand what he’s saying. Your success de- 
pends en how well vou understand.” 

Roberts pointed out a 2-vear-old. “Only 
horse I've got in the barn with bucked 
shins.” he said. “I tried to rush him a little 
too much. You can’t get them ahead of 
themselves. The first thing any trainer has 
got to have is good stock. A sympathetic 
owner is next. Then it’s up to you to have 
the courage to put your ideas into prac- 
tice. and the patience to wait for them 
to bear.”
